For the believer in God and the 
Bible there seems to bo but one 
course open.

Lesson 
makes plain, God deals with na- 
tions as nations. The words of 
the prophets, and the example of 
Jesus, affirm

himself, and to one's own home, 
may take precedence of this pas- 
sion.

plished fact, the first one was 
an net of faith. 
Nine 
plagues 
having failed to stir 
phanioh's 
hard heart, the final and 
effec- 
tive one was decreed—the slay- 
ing of the first-born of aft fam- 
ilies and cattle in Egypt. As a 
mark of exemption, the Israel- 
ites were to sprinkle upon 
the 


doorposts and 
lintels 
of 
their 
houses the blood of the lamb or 
kid with which tney celebrated 
the Passover Supper. Seeing this, 
the angel or destruction 
would 
pass over. 


The place of leadership

Moses had earned amongst

They all kept 
the feast, conforming to his rit- 
ual, and girt nnd ready for im- 
mediate departure—though obdu- 
rate pharaoh was still

throne. Those early Israelites e- 
lievcd God and His messenger.

there was such a sound of wail-

Tho Sign Of The Blood. 
Throughout all times, and in 
all nations, blood has symbolized 
life. The blood of spotless lambs 
and

has been accepted by Christians 
as a foretoken of the blood of 
Christ, who Is our Passover, shed 
on Calvary, Insuring 
salvation. 


"Without the shedding of blood

National deliverance 
for 
Israel 


came by way of this 
religious 


symbolism. And who can doubt 
that all our perplexing national 
and social problems 
would 
be 
solved, were men everywhere to 
come under the saving blood of 
the Crucitled? Only reborn lives 
can give us a renewed world. 


Incidentally, tho rite 
of

sprinkled blood was God's plan 
for so impressing the minds of 
the Israelites that 
they

'orover connect their deliverance 
with

intervention. 
God 
wants us to think. There is more 
echoing than thinking among us. 
In our day we should not let tho 
newspaper, or the trades union, 
or the corporation or the politi- 
cian do our thinking for us. We 
should, each for himself, in the 
jrave independence of the free- 
born, think through

clamor to the 
essential 
truth 


about'-our nation and about God. 
The Great Deliverance. 
Moses and his God seemed not 
towln the battles of the first nine 
plagues. Heroin lies a lesson for 
Galley 2—S. S. Lesson, July 25th 
the times. God always has an- 
other shot in His locker. His re- 
sources are infinite. His victories 
often scqm long in coming, but 
they never fail to arrive. In His 
patience are hidden purposes be 
yond mortal ken.

Governor James V. Allred and 
Comptroler George H. Sheppard 
voted for the seven cent ratejgsvhllo 
Treasurer Charley Lockhart Sppos- 
cd the decision at this time.- 


Lockhart favored asking the at- 
torney general's department for a 
ruling on whether the tax- board 
under the law wac compelled to 
set the rate sufficiently high to 


meet the apportionment fixed by 
the Board of Education.

School Bate Was 
venty Cents 
The ad valorem rate for school 


purposes this year was 20 cents 
and representatives 
of s c h o o l 


teachers organizations and others 
urged it be maintained. Current 
rate for general revenue and pen- 
sions was the constitutional max- 
ima. 


Governor Allred said he had no 


desire to take money from the 
schools "to which they were en- 
titled" but, on the basis of estimates 
by the comptroller's office, 
the 


available school fund would have 
a surplus of more ihan $3,000,000 
at the end of this year and he be- 
lieved the present rate would not 
be needed. 


"I think it Js possible the schools 


will receive a $20 apportionment 
anyway for the estimates of reve- 
nue always have been very conser- 
vative,' 'he said. "If a 20 per cent 
rate were continued, then perhaps 
there would be another big surplus."

AGAIN 


That movement from the 


country to the cities, halted 
by the depression, has com- 
menced again. Instead 
of 


learning from the plight of 
thfi cities during the darkest 
days of economic disaster, 
and the fact that city folks 
had to turn to the country 
then because food and shel- 
ter 
were 
nearly 
always 


available 
there even when 


cas'a was short, young folk 
from the farms still feel the 
city lure. 


Good roads, radio, tele- 


phones and rural electrifi- 
cation have not been enough 
to change the trend. Soci- 
ologists hold that some of 
our most serious 
political 


and e c o n o m i c problems 
arise from this 
unbalance, 


from the fact that only one- 
fourth of our 
people 
are 


now 
agricultural. Young 


people in the city have too 
little opportunity for con- 
structive play, for sharing 
in the family life through 
wholesome chores and re- 
sponsibility, and are too de- 
pendent on artificial enter- 
tainment. 


A happier combiation of 


the two' modes of life may 
yet evolve, with the values 
of rural life retained along 
with the conveniences and 
pay checks of the city. 


WHAT BATISTA

tion of agriculture, industry 
and finance, imposed by its 
strong man, Col. Fulgencio 
Batista. He has been work- 
ing three years on the plan, 
and thinks it shouldn't take 
Cuba any longer to fulfill 
it than it took him to create 
it.

vented wlrelfiss telegraphy when

Rome where ho lived and worked.

ROOSEVELT COMPLETES FIRST 


SIX MONTHS SECOND TERM AS 


DEMOCRATIC RANKS DIVIDED 


WASHINGTON. July 
20.—(Jf}~ 


President Roosevelt completed to- 
day the first six months of his 
second term, during which demo- 
cratic ranks have divided over his 
court reorganization proposal in 
contrast to their solidarity In 1933.

Democrats held the big- 
gest majorities in both houses that 
any party had enjoyed since the 
Civil war. Mr. Roosevelt himself 
had been reelected by the greatest 
popular vote plurality In history. 


"In every land there are always 


at work forces that drive men 
apart and forces that draw men 
together," he told a 
rain-soaked 


throng after taking the oath. 


Two weeks later he proposed the 


court reorganization bill. It became 
a nationwide Issue, bringing pre- 
dictions of a now political align- 
ment In 1938 or 1040. 


During the first half of the presi- 


dent's original term, on the other 
hand, congress In a 100-day special 
session enacted the broad outlines 
of the new deal. 


Democrats voted with Mr. Roose- 
velt almost unanimously, and many 
of his measures got more republi- 
can support than opposition. 


This session of congress, how- 


ever, has moved slowly and has de- 
voted most of Its attention to rou- 
tine matters, except for tho court 
bill. Party leaders said there were 
no longer was need for the speed 
that characterized passage of emer- 
gency measures in 1933. 


Outside of congress, new diffi- 


culties arose. The president learn- 
ed in March that revenue receipts 
were far lower than the treasury's 
estimates. This forced a revision of 
the budget and abandonment of 
his Immediate plans for balancing 
the 193R budget. An economy cam- 
paign developed in congress, but 
quickly died down.

the Navarro Hotel by J. W. Chap- [ 
man, of A and M college, secre- 
tary of the Conservation Board 
and 
Assistant 
Agricultural 
En- 


gineer. 
Mr. Chapmnn'.s talk was 
n 
brief 
summary 
of 
extensive 


study and research he has made 
since 1010 on Texas' weather.

Thompson

Elhcrt 
Necly had charge of today's pro- 
gram, and President Ed Wemlort 
appointed F. C. Paul and Paul 
Robeson as next Thursday's com- 
mittee. At the first portion of tho 
program, 
Mr. 
Nccly 
presented 


Misses Frances and Glcnna Wat- 
son 
in 
four 
musical 
numbers. 
They sang and played their own 
nccompanibcnt 
on 
two 
guitars. 
L. M. Morton and Mitchell Boyd 
new members of the club, were 
initiated by Rev. E. T. Miller, 
club chaplain. 
Mr. Thompson introduced 
R. 


W. Knight, chamber of commerce 
secretary, who in turn introduc- 
ed his guest, Mr. Chapman. 
Made Survey Stone Area. 
Mr. Chapman said 
from 1910 


to 1914 he made a survey of the 
stone areas in Texas. 
He said 
the water conditions of a state 
are important in the operation of 
a quarry, and that subject occu- 
pied much of his attention. He 
found, he said, In addition to the 
state's numerous 
rivers, 
two 


spring systems, the primary sys- 
tem following fault-lines, nnd the 
secondary, a seasonal one, affect- 
ed by the 
surrounding vegeta- 


tion and local conditions. 
He returned In 1919 to find the 
secondary 
spring system almost 
destroyed. 
Another survey show- 
ed, Mr. Chapman said, that while 
the state's rainfall as a whole 
had not decreased, the type of 
rain had 
changed. 
Additional 


study revealed tnat only 50 per 
cent of the 
state's 
rainfall is 


condensed ocean water, and only 
10 per cent of It is water con- 
densed from fresh lakes and riv- 
ers. 
He raised 
the 
question, 


•where did the remaining 40 per 
cent come from. 
Further study indicated that a 


single large oak tree will dissi- 
pate into the air 650 gallons of 
•water dally, which Its roots take 
from the 
underground 
water 
sources, 
Mr. Chapman conclud- 


ed, therefore, that the other 40 
per cent rainfall is provided by 
moisture condensed from 
water 


Vapor emitted by vegetation. 


Soil Erosion Causes. 
The speaker added that the de- 


struction of these hardy types of 
vegetation, when land was clear- 
ed for farming, has been one of 
the major contributing factors of 
soil erosion, resulting from down- 
pours of watnr, 
which 
cause 


floods and which are not retr.ln- 
ed by the land. 
Mr. Chapman pointed out sev- 
eral specific 
instances of Hood 
damage, which makes sterile urnl. 


One of the cases was in the 


Waco area, -where two and 
a 
quarter tons of topsoil per acre 
are washed annually into rivers 
or lakes. 
By other experiments 


he found that one major 
flood 
jn Texas washed away 
enough 


fertile 
topsoil to 
cover 
Travis 


county four feet deep. 
In closing Mr. Chapman 
said 
the ravages to soil that he de- 
scribed can be rcemdiod by mc- 
chanlcal meana.
